lL. Purpose 9° the Maneuvers: 


The Czechoulevak Army conducted raneuvers during the period 1-15 August 1949 
with the following objectives in mind: 


@. To pain experiences specifically, to acquaint commanders ani the ataffe with: 


1) Conbat and pursuit of the onemy in mountainous and wooded areas, 
2) Combat in excirelerant. 

3) Encirelenent of the enery. 

4) Breaking out of encirelenent. 


b. To cheek the following factors: 


) Wire vequired for rovenent of troons. . 

) Tine required for loading and unloading +roora, 

) Use of units in combat innediately after a lone march, 

} Possibility of extemfed use of tractors for the transportation of troops 
and equinment. 

) Aetivity of troops in the reer, 

} Political and roral value of individual units, 


2e The problem: 


The Biue troops had attaclad Caschoslovakia, while the people were working on 

the noaceful reconstruction of their country. The Czechoslovak arny (Red troops) , 
with the assistance of the pecple, had suecesded in stomping the eneny only after 
& supremo effort, defeating the enemy forces on the left bank of the Elbe River, 
and forcing then to retreat vestwards. The retreat of the Blue drmy was being 
covercd south of the Krusne Hory (Erarebirge) by two hirher units in the direc- 
ticn of Chormtov-Klasterec n/O-Fallmov and Louny-li. Tepla. Betveen these two 
areas, tho retreat was covered by the 00th Motorized Battalion and other reine 
forcerent units in the Dounove Ylory area. In the north and in the south the 

Blue Army ws pursued by a Ped Arny Corps in each region. Bet:een these tuo 
corps, pursuit of the Diue Arny vas carrixt out by the Red IX Arny Corps, this 
action constitutine the rroblen of the mancuvers, 
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3e Courses of the Manouverg: 


a. During the actual conduct of the maneuvers, the Blue Army 90th Motorized 
Battalion, which carried out a retreating fight, was supposed to take up 
prepared defonsive positions on the Tepla River. The Blue Army 43rd 
Votorized Brigade mesawhile took up defensive positions on a line approxi~- 
mately going through Litrbachy-Sanzerberg. The 90th Motorized Battalion was 
unable to hold the defensive position on the Tepla River very long and was 
obliged to withdray, 


b, After contacting the defensive position of the 43rd Motorised Brivade, 
the Commander of the Red Army IX Corps decided to attack this position 
on the southern wing with the 22nd Division, 31st Division, and 46th In- 
fantry Regiment. When the break-through had sueceeded in the north and 
in the south, the commander of the Red Army IX Corps received the task af 
encircling the snemy in the Cisarsky Les (Kaisemald) and destroying him. 
On the other hand, during the nighb of 13 Augest 1949, the 43rd Motorized 
Brigade (Blue Army) was given the task of breaking through the encirele- 
ment In a northeriy direction, which task i4 successfully completed,
